And, the polling signal comprises "a request for information 
regarding a monitored operation being executed by the monitored system." The event 
prediction module is configured "to predict when an operation-related event of the 
monitored operation will occur in the monitored system before the operation-related 
event occurs." The next polling time determination module then determines "a next 
polling time based on the prediction of when the operation-related event will occur in the 
monitored system before the operation-related event occurs."
